The amendment filed on February 13 5 2003 is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). Applicant has 
cancelled Claims 14-16 and 18-25 and presented only claims drawn to two additional non-examined 
inventions. The claims are not readable on the examined invention because the originally presented and 
examined invention is drawn to a botanical drug for treatment and prevention of cancer and enhancement of 
immune function comprising polysaccharide of Dang Gui (PDG) and Lan Xiang Xi (LX) 5 whereas the 
invention of newly submitted Claims 26-3 1, 34, 35 and 43 is drawn to a composition for treatment and 
prevention of cancer comprising Lan Xiang Xi (LX), which is an active ingredient extracted from plant 
Curcuma aromatica Salish, containing soybean-liposomes (LXL) and polysaccharide of Dang Gui 
containing soybean-liposomes (DGL), and whereas the invention of newly submitted Claims 32, 33 and 36- 
43 is drawn to a composition for treatment and prevention of cancer comprising Lan Xiang Xi (LX), which is 
an active ingredient extracted from plant Curcuma aromatica Salish, and LX containing soybean-liposomes. 
Thus, the search for the previously presented invention vs. the various distinct inventions instantly claimed is 
not co-extensive particularly with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate 
the invention of the elected invention would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious distinct 
inventions instantly claimed.
